JEFFERSON CITY, April 19— 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
could have collected $309,985 more 
from residence telephone rental 
charges in Missouri last year, if 
it could have provided the type 
of service customers wanted, it 
has been found by Ralph E. 
Duffy, chief engineer of the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission. 

This showing is in one of the 
exhibits before the commission in 
its hearing of the company’s ap- 
plication for annual Missouri rate 
increases of $3,260,000, which will 
be resumed tomorrow, It is of 
significance in the case because 
of the assertion of opponents of 
the rate increases that insufficient 
weight has been given by the com- 
pany to the prospect of more rev- 
@nue as its big telephone construc- 
tion program enables it to “up- 
grade” service to the types de- 
sired. 

St. Louis Analysis Difficult. 

Many residence customers had 
to take two-party or four-party 
service, or measured-rate service 
during the war and postwar years, 
who would have preferred single- 
party lines of two-party instead 
of four-party. Duffy said that in 
the larger exchange areas, such 
as St. Louis, the measured-rate 
service, which puts a limit on the 
number of toll-free messages each 
month, made analysis more diffi- 
cult. 

His finding was that St. Louis, 
wnlike all the other larger cities 
and most of the amaller cities, 
would have shown a loss in rev- 
enue last year, instead of a gain, 
if customers had been free to pick 
their types of service. He attrib- 
uted this conclusion, which prob- 
ably will surprise many telephone 
customers, to the growth In 8St. 
Louis of two-party measured-rate 
service, which costs $2.50 a month 
(plus taxes) compared to $3 (plus 
taxes) for four-party flat-rate 
service. 

“It is apparent,” said Duffy, as 
to St. Louis, “the measured-rate 
two-party service took customers 
from the other three groups—one- 
party, two-party and four-party 
fiat-rate—but the four-party flat- 
rate group has shown a large in- 
crease during 1946 and 1947. The 
measured-rate two-party service 
has dropped, percentage-wise, It 
is almost impossible to forecast 
what the relationships of these 
four groups will be when the pres- 
ent expansion program is complet- 
ed, but I believe the 1938 relation- 
ships for the flat-rate groups is 
the best basis available for fore- 


g. 
On the strength of such a com- 
, Duffy reached the conclu- 
gion ag to the hypothetical reduc- 
tion of last year’s revenues in St. 
Louis. On the other hand, for the 
group of St. Louis county ex- 
changes, using the same type of 
comparisons of 1938 and 1947 busi- 
ness, he showed free choice of 
service would have added $39,608 
to their revenues. 
The figures for the county ex- 


changes included: Kirkwood-Web- 


ster Groves, $18,027: Overland, 
$7458; Ferguson, $5826: Ladue, 
$2484:  Pattonville, $1497, and 
Eureka, $1353. There were smaller 
gums for Chesterfield, Fenton, 
Spanish Lake, Manchester, Sap- 
pington, Creve Coeur, Mehlville 
and Florissant. The Pond ex- 
change would have shown a loss 
of $36, Duffy estimated. ’ 
‘Elsewhere in the state, the 
larger gains in revenue by ex- 
changes, under free choice of 
service, would have _ included: 
Kansas City, $144,282; St. Joseph, 
$39,396; Independence, $27,480; 
Springfield, $24,426; Joplin, $9210; 
“Sedalia, $5226, and Hannibal, $3594. 

As to the state in general, Duffy 
reported: “It is very apparent the 
large changes in the downgrading 
program were among the one- 
party, two-party and four-party 
flat-rate groups, and this study 
bas been made on that assump- 
tion. 

“At Kansas City,” he continued, 
“the two-party measured- rate 
service, introduced in 1940, has not 
made the large growth it made in 
St. Louis.” 

State-Wide Effect Shown. 

Another exhibit by Duffy, in- 
tended only to analyze the effect 
of the exchange rate schedule pro- 
posed by the company, shows the 
state-wide effect would be to in- 
crease the annual average charge 
per telephone by 6.4 per cent— 
from $37.34 to $39.75. For the St. 
Louis zone the increase would be. 
only .4 of 1 per cent—from $44.66 
to $44.85, covering certain miscel- 
laneous charges, as no general 
rental charge increase is proposed 
for St. Louis. 

Duffy's chart, which excluded 
public telephones, or pay stations, 
was set up on the same grouping 
of exchanges the company desires 
to adopt. This would establish 
uniform rates for groups of ex- 
changes set up according to num- 
bers of telephones they serve. At 
present there is considerable va- 
riation in charges as between ex- 
ehanges of about the same size. 

By groups, the increases outside 
St. Louis would include: Kansas 
City, 25.9 per cent; Webster 
Groves - Kirkwood - Springfield-St. 
Joseph, 25.3 per cent; Joplin-Inde- 
pendence, 16.2 per cent; Fiorissant- 
Ferguson - Overland - Hannibal- 
Sedalia, 29.7 per cent; group in- 
cluding Ladue and St. Charles, 
41.4 per cent; group including Pat- 
tonville, Mehlville, Sappington and 
Creve Couer, 27.3 per cent; group 
including Valley Park, Manches- 
ter and Spanish Lake, 38.3 per 
cent: the two smallest groups, 21.1 
per cent and 15.6 per cent, respec- 
tively. The actual increases sought 
would vary for the individual ex- 
changes within each group.

What Monagan did say, according 
to him and Miss Reed, was that 
Negro principals were members of 
the elementary principals’ organi- 
zation in St. Louis, and that there 
was no discrimination herey The 
State Teachers’ Association, how- 
ever, does not have Negro mem- 
bers, and for this reason, Mona- 
gan said, in sending out notices 
of a state association meeting, he 
had omitted the Negro principals,

“The United Mine Workers 
therefore advises you as a signa- 
tory to the agreement that it re- 
serves the right at will to take 
any independent action necessary 
to the enfarcement of the con-

Goldsborough also read from 
the letter to the United Mine 
Workers’ locals on March 12 which

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The judge said this letter was 
followed immediately by a walk- 
out by some 350,000 to 400,000 min- 
ers, 87 per cent of whom were 
members of the UMW. 

The miners had begun laying 
down their tools March 15 shortly 
after Lewis told them their con- 
tract had been “dishonored” by 
the operators. That, he charged, 
was because the mine owners had 
refused to “activate” the union’s 
pension fund, 

The order to end the walkout, 
‘signed by United States District 
Judge Matthew F. McGuire, went 
unheeded until April 12, The pen- 
sion dispute was ended then by 
the designation of Senator Bridges 
(Rep.), New Hampshire, as the 


order of the third and neutral trustee of the 
/pension fund and the quick ap- 


proval of a compromise by 
Bridges and Lewis. 

The operators’ representative, 
Ezra Van Horn, voted against the 
settlement, but the miners were 
“advised” by Lewis to return to 
work in the interest of themselves 
and the union. 

Lewis and Bridges agreed to 
pay $100 a month to UMW mem- 
bers over 62 years old and with 
20 years’ service in the industry 
who retired since May 29, 1946, 


when the first welfare fund was 


established. 
Lewis’s Trial. 


Two days after the tentative 
pension settlement Lewis went on 
trial before Goldsborough. The 
trial ended the next day—last 
Thursday. 

The restraining order against 
Lewis and the union was issued 
under terms of the Taft-Hartley 
law, which Lewis has criticized at 
every turn. ; 

But Lewis invoked a provision 
of that law Saturday to demand 
that Attorney General Clark move 
for dismissal of the restraining or- 


er. 

Acting through Hopkins, Lewis 
noted that the Taft-Hartley Act 
says such orders shall be canceled 
in event of a settlement. His argu-

Moody added that 
Lewis-Bridges solution was “of 
doubtful legality.” 

Bridges, meanwhile, struck back 
with the word “lie” at Gael Sul- 
livan, executive director of the 
Democratic National Committee.

Sullivan said Bridges, Pew and 
House Speaker Joseph W. Martin 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, met in a 
hotel room April 9 and made the 
arrangements which resulted in 
the strike-ending settlement three 
days later.

tatorial powers. He had asked 
instead to be named premier—but 
with just such powers. 

In orderly, machine-like pro- 
cedure which lacked enthusiasm, 


the strong-willed man who has 
headed the Government since 1928 
received 2430 votes in the Na- 
tional bly. Chu Cheng, 
elderly dent of the Judicial 
Yuan ( cil), was given 269 
votes in an obvious gesture to 
provide the semblance of a con- 
test. He was in Shanghai, 
to Serve 6 Years. 

Chiang was elected to serve 
six years under the new consti- 
tution. He was voted ne _— 
broad emergency powers for the 
“period of national crisis” that he 
has held. 

Outside, shopkeepers began set- 
ting off the traditional fire-, 
crackers. 

The Assembly next turns to the 
vice presidential. race, which 
makes up in rivalry all that the 
presidential election lacked.

The Promise of Federation 


Wuart 1s the real meaning behind 
the symbol of the policeman? If 
look closely at the public peace’ 

in your city, you will be reminded 
that you and your fellow townsmen 
would be completely incapable of 
maintaining the peace by yourselves 
as individuals. The policeman repre- 
sents public force, wished-for order 
and agreed-upon laws: Most impor- 
tant, he represents the unseen ‘fact 
that-you and your fellow citizens 
have given up your primitive, in- 
dependent right ta settle your own 
disputes with your own force, and 
have assigned to him the power to 


- handle something which you are in- 


‘dividually powerless to handle. In a 
word, you and your fellow citizens 
have federated. 

The essentials of federalism are all 
within the policeman. He does not 
tell you when to get up in the morn- 
ing or what to eat for supper—his 
powers are his assigned powers, and 


no more. But when you have trouble @ 


within the scope’ of his duties and 
powers, he takes charge. And it 
works. 

It is one thing to. say that a fed- 
eral world government would have 
supreme jurisdiction in maintaining 
the peace. But how would it en- 
force this peace? Right here is where 
you and I must change our habits of 
thought. It is hard for us to think 
of armies and navies not belonging 
to separate nations but to the world 
as a whole. Yet it is a condition of

He must do more than point out 
the problems and difficulties on my 
side—he must argue against world 
federation itself as a solution for war. 
The gentleman declined. He said 
there wasn’t any debate. 

Some declare, for example, that 
national sovereignty prevents world 
federation, because no nation avould 
diminish its sovereignty enough to 
join. Let us see what this can mean. 

Outside a nftion’s own borders, 
there. is.no such thing as national 
sovercignty — meaning inherent su- 
premacy. Within its borders, the 
nation is of course supreme among 
its subdivisions and citizens. The 
only touching of this aspect of sov- 
ereignty by limited world govern- 
ment is its power to punish national 
citizens for fomenting international 


war. In this matter, world govern-_ 


ment has the supremacy. Yet I 
hardly see how:this takes any su- 
premacy away from the nation, be- 
cause so far as I know, in the matter 
of fomenting international war, no 
nation now exercises any rule at all 
over its citizens. If the nations real- 
ly want war prevented under world 
federation, the sole “sovereignty” 
they would have to renounce would 
be the power of the nation itself to 
decide to wage war. 

Others argue against a world gov- 
ernment tO prevent war on the 
grounds that it would be a negative 
and repressive government, a mere 
police-state. To go a little deeper is 
to see that’ the only repression is of 
disorder, and that the law and order 
upheld by government isthe neces- 
sary foundation for,everything posi- 
tive in social living. 

Again, it is widely asserted that 
the world is not yet ready for world 
government, even of a limited sort. 
The critics on this score tell us we 
must first have long practice in inter- 
national cooperation through such 
agencies as a world bank, a world 
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food authority, etc. We need such 
agencies. But they would be no 
more capable of upholding the peace 
than the Universal Postal Union, a 
thoroughly successful example of 
world-wide codperation, has been 
able to uphold the peace since it was 
founded in 1878. You cannot main« 
tain the peace with a postman, bank- 
er, or grocer. It takes a policeman. 

Last are the critics who declare 
that human nature itself is not spir- 
itually ready, has not yet reached 
the state of perfection necessary for 
world federation. I am inclined to 
agree. Yet was human nature any 
nearer perfection in 1787, when our 
Constitution was written; will it 
be any nearer in 1987? The atomic 
bomb is not waiting for us to perfect 
human nature! 


Program for Organization 


Witt ALL its shortcomings, the 
United Nations provides the-frame- 
work for the working world federa- 
tion we need. Let us see how the job 
could be done. 

The first step is for some nation to 
introduce in the General Assembly 
a motion that the United Nations 
shall call a world convention to 
draft a world constitution. Article 
109 of the charter provides that “a 
general conference of the members 
for reviewing the present Charter” 
can be called by two thirds of the 
General Assembly and seven out of 
11 of the Security Council. That 
“conference” would be the constitu- 
tional convention —and no single 
nation can veto it. 

ae 

At that conference, “any altera- 
tion of the present Charter” can be 
recommended by two thirds of the, 
nations represented. That “altera- 
tion” would be a federal constitution 
for the world—and no single nation 
can veto a line of it. 

Now comes the rub. The next step 
is to submit that constitution to the 
nations themselves for ratification. 
Again under Article 109, the “altera- 
tion” shall take effect when it has 
been ratified by two thirds of -the 
nations, including all the permanent 
members of the Security Council. 
In other words, one nation can stop 


‘the rest from having constitutional 


government. 

Now that is neither reasonable 
nor tolerable. It is a curious fact of 
history that our 13 original states, 


tN eh ek 


as they approached federation, were 


' .estrained by exactly the same rule 


of all-or-none. The Articles of Con- 
federation, under which the Con- 
stitutional Convention of 1787 was 
called, said that any amendment 
adopted must be ratified by all 13 
states. How did our infant Consti- 
tution manage to come into effect 
under conditions so stringent? 

It didn’t. By a bgld and wise 
stroke, the drafters of our Constitu- 
tion ignored the Articles of Confed- 
eration and wrote the provision into 
the new instrument that it should 
be established among the ratifying 
states when nine out of 13 had 
ratified. \ 

The delegates to a wofld constitu- 
tional convention would be just as 
bold, and just as wise, if they ignored 
the Charter of the United Nations 
and provided in the new instrument 
for its own ratification on more 
moderate terms. If two thirds of the 
nations can write a constitution, it 
would seem reasonable that two 
thirds of the nations could establish 
it among themselves, * , 

Once this federation is established 
among a reasonable proportion of 
the world’s nations, it forms an open 
and easily expansible system. For 
any nation that did not want to come 
ia at first, there would always be a 
vacant chair. 


Facing the Facts 


Wuicn brings us to today’s con- 
stant question: What about Russia? 

But -that .isn’t the real question. 
The first question we must answer 
is this: What about the people of the 
U nited States? 

We aurselves are the crux of the 
problem. Do we want world federa- 
tion? Will we work for it? Will we 
lead the way? We had better know 
for sure what we will do, before we 
try guessing what somebody else 
will do. | | 

The Russians are realists. And the 
only way to deal with realists is to 
give them something real to chew 
on. This world has no chance of 
abiding peace until we Americans 
sec to it that our Government takes 
the lead in establishing a world order 
of greater and deeper realism than 
anything the Russians have to offer. 

The Russians too are seeking att 
enlarging order, perhaps a world or- 
der. They call it “liberation.” but 
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the order they apparently want is an 
order of sheer Russian rule. In one: 
word: empire. But an of. 
force is no longer genuinely wot 
able, as the Russians th | 
prove by the suppressive measures’ 
they find necessary to take among 
every people they have “liberated.” 

Federalism is not empire. Under 
a world federation, the cule would 
be world rule, the law world law, 
arrived at by the voluntary codperae 
tion of all the member nations, 
Which is exactly the reason for the, 
sgmuch greater and more lasting worke 
ability—and hence superior realism 
~of federalism over empire. 

We Americans must lead the way 


‘to federalism. If our government 


spoke up firmly and clearly for an 
immediate world federation limited 
to the prevention of war, I am con- 
vinced that a huge majority of the 
world’s nations would join us at 
once, and gladly. 

I myself believe Russia would join. 
You may believe differently, Should 
Russia delay in joining, it is entirely 
possible to create a working and alls 
but-world-wide federation out of the 


United Nations without her help.- + 


No one pretends that this would 
be an adequate solution, It would, 
for one thing, mean two worlds. Yet: 
I wonder if two plainly defined 
worlds might not be preferable to 
the multiple, chaotic world we have 
today. At least the issue would be 
out in the open, And it would be a 
clear issue, instead of the myriad of 
small, sordid issues the world now 
finds insoluble without that. clarity. 
And the issue would no longer lie 
between Russia and America, on a 


_ plane of dog-ceat-dog rivalry, but 


between Russia with only nine per- 
cent of the world’s people on one 


’ side and a federation of most, or very 
possibly all, the rest. : 


If we Americans really want an 
enduring peace for the world, we 
must make. this effort toward the 
only true source of public peace that 
has ever existed: justice under law 
and government. We must speak up 
for it so that our representatives will. 
hear and will act. One by one, who- 
ever and wherever.we are, we must 


‘stand up and be counted. 


The alternative is the catastrophic; 
destruction of our civilization.

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Truman Hails Independence Day

Addressing both houses in commemoration of 50 years of Cuban 
independence, he declared the great issue of the day is whether the 
universal longing of mankind for peace and freedom shal! prevail or 


whether “it is to be flouted and betrayed.” 


“The challenge of our time,” he 
asserted, “like the one met so slc- 
cessfully by those we honor today, 
tests the mettle of men and their 
institutions of government. Our 
own moment of history also calls 
for calmness, for courage, for 
strength, and above all for the 
steadfast resolution that, come 
what may, we shall stand for the 
right.” 

Indirect Censure of Russia. 

Although the Soviet Union was 
not mentioned by name, no one 
doubted that his remarks were in- 
tended as a clear reiteration of the 
Administration's resolve to combat 
Communism in every way short of 
armed conflict. His reference to 
the wish of plain people “of what- 
ever race or nationality” for peace 
and freedom was taken as an in- 
direct censure of the political ad- 
ministrators of Russia and its sat- 
ellites. 

Truman spoke to a Congress 
urgently concerned at the present 
time with preparedness legisla- 
tion. His theme of world peace 
may have been designed to allevi- 
ate the widespread tension in in- 
ternational affairs that has caused 
#0 much war talk in recent weeks. 
At the same time his words un- 
derscored this nation’s determina- 
tion to avoid appeasement and to 
earry out its moral commitments 
abroad. 

Specifically, the session com- 
memorated the passage of a joint 
resolution a half century ago ex- 
pressing the promise of the United 
States that once Cuba was liber- 
ated it would govern itself. 

Text of Truman Speech. 

The text of the President's ad- 
dress follows: 

"It ia eminently fitting that we 
should assemble here today to 
pay tribute to the heroic 
champions of human freedom who 
brought about the liberation of 
Cuba. The commemoration of half 
a century of Cuban independence 


 yecalls the valor of the Cuban pa- 


triots and American soldiers and 
sailors who gave liberally of their 
strer and their blood that Cuba 


, might be free. From that chapter 


in man’s age-old struggle for free- 
dom, we can draw inspiration for 
the hard tasks that confront us in 
our own time. 

“The struggle for Cuban inde- 
pendence, like every other effort 
of its kind, was fraught with hard- 
ship and disappointment. But the 


, wmconquerable determination of 


the Cuban people to win freedom 
overcame all obstacles. From the 


first, the fight for liberation by 
' Cuban patriots evoked the sympa- 


thy of the people of the United 
States. Those in quest of inde- 
pendence have always had the sup- 
port of the people of this nation. 

“Americans watched with admi- 
ration the beginning of the final 
struggle for independence led by 
Jose Marti and his valiant com- 
patriots, Gomez, Maceo, and 
Garcia. Our people made increas- 
ingly plain their desire to assist 
the Cuban patriots. The sinking 
of the United States battleship 
Maine in Havana harbor on Feb. 
15, 1898, crystallized the growing 
sentiment in this country for join- 
ing forces with the Cuban people 
in their fight for self-government. 

Resolution 


by Congress. 

“The Congress passed a joint res- 
olution expressing in clear terms 
the conviction of the men and 
women of the United States that 
the people of the island of Cuba 
should be free and independent. 
It also expressed our determina- 
tion that once the Cuban people 
were liberated, they, and they 
alone, should govern the island of 
Cuba. It is the passage of this 
joint resolution, 50 years ago to- 
day, which we are commemorat- 
ing in this ceremony. 

“This joint resolution, the foun- 
dation upon which our relations 
with the Cuban republic are 
based, brought the military and 
naval forces of the United States 
into the conflict at the side of 
the Cuban patriots. The names 
of Shafter, Roosevelt, Hobson, and 
many others were joined with 
those of Gomez, Maceo, and Gar- 
cia. 

“For four months, as Americans 
fought side by side with their 
Cuban allies, the opposing forces 
were driven back. On Aug. 12 
Spain signed the protocol of peace 
and agreed to give up Cuba and 
withdraw her forces. The dream 
of Jose Marti became at last a 
giorious reality. 

Collaboration 


in Peace. 

“The sympathetic interest of the 
United States in the welfare of 
the Cuban people did not end with 
victory. We assisted the Cubans 
in repairing the ravages of war 
and overcoming problems of 
health and sanitation. The com- 
radeship of war was succeeded 
by the notable peacetime collabor- 
ation of Gen. Wood, Gen. Gorgas, 
Dr. Walter Reed, Dr. Agramonte, 
and other men of science and 
public life. 

“From these sound beginnings, 
relations between the republic of 
Cuba and the United States. have 
continued through the years on a 
mutually satisfactory basis. I be- 
lieve that few nations of differing 
languages and cultures have 
drawn so closely together during 
the last 50 years, freely and with- 
out duress, as have Cuba and the 
United States. 

“Many other factors have con- 


tributed to the understanding and 


affection between our two nations. 
Travel beween the two countries 
is extensive and our peoples have 
come to know each other, and 
each other's customs and cul- 
tures, at first hand. Trade be- 
tween the two nations has in- 
creased steadily in volume and in 
importance. The experience of 
Cuba and the United States re- 
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futes the false assumption that a

‘GORIZIA, Italy. 


HERE is at least one district in Italy where Communist support 
has shrunk almost to the vanishing point. That is the territory 
of Venezia Giulia, handed over to the Italians by the Allied 


Military Government under the terms of the peace treaty. I am 
told that this recession from Communism is noticeable in a wide belt 


along the Italo-Yugoslav border. 


I have just visited Gorizia, that 
town which the Yugoslav Foreign 
Minister, Stanoje Simic, hinted the 
Yugoslavs would expect as com- 
pensation if Trieste were handed 
back to the Italians. 

I have known Gorizia before, 
when pro-Tito Slav Communists 
waged incessant and rowdy oppo- 
sition to the Allied Military Gov- 
ernment. In those days it was a 
city of turmoil, The surrounding 
country was alive with apprehen- 
sion, 

The hammer and sickle defaced 
three quarters of the houses, Com- 
munist slogans in bright red paint 
were splashed at 100-yard inter- 
vals down every road, Anti- 
Communists, those few who had 
the courage to turn down the 
blandishments of Tito’s agents, 
disappeared in the night and were 
never seen again. 

Then and Now. 

In those days a Communist rally 
could have mustered 50,000. per- 
sons. Now Gorizia has the ap- 
pearance of a city at peace. There 
was little excitement even over 
the Big Three announcement that 
Trieste should be returned to 
Italy. 

Gorizia is, in fact, concentrating 
on something much more impor- 
tant, and that is to see that as 
far as it is concerned the Com- 
munist vote in the coming elec- 
tions should be almost nil. The 
bulk of the population is rallying 
behind the Christian Democrats, 
and the workers, most of them 
erstwhile Communists, have 
swung in a body to the right-wing 
Socialist party of Guiseppe rra- 
gat which is opposing the Com- 
munist-dominated Popular Demo- 
cratic Front in which the Nenni

NEW YORK, April 19 (AP). 
ORD ROTHERMERE, British 
L newspaper publisher, said today 
“a cloud of wishful neutrality” 
is forming in Europe and can grow 
to such proportions as to endanger 
the safety of the United States. 
Lord Rothermere, who spoke at 


the Associated Press in the Wal- 
dorf Astoria Hotel, said: 


“The news must be reported. 
Ignorance, as you know better 
than anybody, breeds isof&tionism.

Lauds Marshall Plan.

Despite a nation-wide torrent of abuse, ridi- 
cule and vilification to which he has been sub- 
jected in recent months, Mr. Truman is bearing 
up well. In his speech to the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, he once again issued a 
warning to the country against inflation and 
called for a reasonable program of safeguards 
and controls. That’s the President’s job, and he 
is not abrogating. : 

It is said this latest warning will fall on deaf 
Republican ears, as did his 10-point plan of last 
November. Perhaps so. But time and the con-' 
tinuing rise of prices is bearing out the Presi- 
dent. Anyone who buys a beefsteak, or an auto- 
mobile, or a suit of clothes, knows that the dol- 
lar is constantly shrinking in value. Now the 
country apparently is in for another round of 
wage increases. The dancé goes on. 

Mr. Truman is being President of all the peo- 
ple when he pleads for remedial measures. Those 
who scoff at him now will find themselves im- 
pelled to accept the recommendations he makes, 
Passage of the Marshall plan means that huge 
purchases will be made in the already scarce 
American market, driving prices up further; 
and the new armament program will add a 
further heavy strain on our economy. As mat- 
ters stand, the Government will have to spend 
billions of extra dollars in an inflated market to 
obtain what it needs. 


* * * 


Unfortunately, the President is an uninspired 
speaker when he reads a manuscript into a micro- 
phone; but when he threw the book away Sat- 
urday night, so to speak, his off-the-record re- 
marks to his audience were delivered with great 
verve and spirit. He received a very enthusias- 
tic response. No doubt the tone of that response 
was heightened because the editors were fully 
aware of the punishment the President has taken 
recently. 

It has become the fad to criticize Mr. Truman 
and the President himself has on occasion made 
this easy to do. When the President tries to 
foist an Edwin Pauley on the country; when he 
surrounds himself with jokers like Allen and 
Vaughan; when he promotes to high office a per- 
son like J. K. Vardaman, then indeed he de- 
means the great office he holds. 

But if some of the President's recent acts are 
analyzed, we think they will stand the test of 
time. It may be argued that in urging passage 
of the civil rights. program on the South, he was 
trying to counter the appeal of Henry Wallace. 
Regardless of political motives, what is wrong 
with advocacy of such long-pressed reforms as 
abolition of the poll tax and a curb on lynch- 
ing? At a time when the United States should 
appear before the world as a champion of civil 
liberties everywhere, what is wrong with setting 
our own house in order? 


* * * 


For the third time, Congress blithely passed 
a tax reduction measure and it was vetoed by 
the President, as were its two predecessors. On 
the same day the measure was passed over the 
veto, Congress had to face an added expenditure 
for armaments which will amount to almost as 
much as the tax reduction. The public debt is 
at an astronomical figure. We should be reduc- 
ing it instead of handing out an election-year 
gift to the voters. Mr. Truman did the unpopu- 
jar thing in vetoing the tax bill, but can any- 
body deny that he did the prudent and courage- 
ous thing? 

Mr. Truman’s record on Palestine has been 
a blundering one—and worse. In demanding of 
the British, prior to the midterm election, that 
Britain admit 100,000 European Jews to Pales- 
tine, Mr. Truman was playing politics. In sup- 
porting the partition plan before the United 
Nations, the Truman Administration apparently 
had not thought the matter through. When the 
President was informed it would take 500,000 
American soldiers to enforce the partition plan, 
he came out instead for a trusteeship, though he 
knew this might be very dangerous politically. 


* * * 


In short, the President of late has been fol- 
lowing a course which he believes the broad in- 
terests of the country demands. In doing so, he 
has alienated large sections of the population, 
including the South upon which every Demo- 
cratic President depends for support. He is 
acting like a man who is interested in serving 
out the rest of his term according to his con- 
cept of presidential duty, and without regard 
for the political maneuverings that usually oc- 
cur in an election year. 

Mr, Truman is not a great man and never has 
had any pretensions of greatness, But he de- 
serves fair treatment and he hag not been get- 
ting it, It is generally agreed by the political 
prophets that he will be defeated in November. 
Meantime, he is the only President we've got 
and, if for no other reason than that the world 
is watching the United States, we ought to re- 
gard the presidency with respect and accord it 
the dignity it inherently possesses.

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Documenting Japanese Propaganda 


The British and American governments, ac- 
cording to Business Week, have reached a joint 
recommendation to limit Japanese textile ca-

From the British and American point of view, 
this arrangement has its advantages. It would 
take the pressure of Japanese competition off 
the cotton mills of Lancashire, of New England, 
of the Carolinas, Georgia and Alabama.

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John L, Lewis Loses 


Cutting through the camouflage and the trick- 
ery, Judge Goldsborough ruled today that the 
coal miners’ walkout was a strike. He held John 
L,. Lewis and the union guilty of both civil and 
criminal contempt in not ending the work stop- 
page when they were ordered to do so. 

Judge Goldsborough set a new and badly need- 
ed precedent when he said, “As long as a union 
is functioning ag a union it must be held re- 
sponsible for the mass action of its members.” 

The mischievous and spurious clause which 
John Lewis wrote into the miners’ contract say- 
ing that they would work only when “able and 
willing” is thus erased. If Judge Goldsborough 
is upheld, no such ruse can be invoked hereafter 
to justify workers in a vital industry in walking 
out and sabotaging the national economy. 

The court followed the dictates of obvious 
common sense when it held that a strike can 
be called without using the word “strike.” “Ifa 
nod or a wink or a code was used in place of 
the word ‘strike,’” the Judge said, “it was just 
as much a strike as though the word strike had 
been used.” 

Lewis’ nod, wink and code was to remind the 
miners that they did not work without a contract 
and then to declare on his own responsibility, 
without arbitration or court decision, that the 
operators had dishonored the contract. He hoped 
to use this device to escape responsibility for 
damaging the economy in a time of emergency, 
but Judge Goldsborough says. he shall not get 
by with it. . 

Now the mine operators are said to fear that 
the court's decision will drive the men out of 
the mines again. If Lewis and the U.M.W.A. dare

' From the sky, all waves are flat. There is 
none of the contact with the ever-changing sea 
which a ship affords.

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One Politician’s Vanity 


Not many times in atate politics have one 
man’s vanity and ambition been earried to such 
lengths as Gov, Dwight H. Green of Illinois is 
now carrying his. 

The Iliinois executive had no primary opposi- 
tion for his third term nomination, This was 
because the most likely opponent, Lt, Gov. Hugh 
W. Cross, was forced out by a low political 
maneuver, After Cross entered the primary, a 
third candidate, Warren Wright, was induced to 
file to split the vote against the Green machine, 
When Cross withdrew on the assumption that the 
race was then hopeless, Wright retired leaving 
the field clear for Green “‘without opposition.” 

Yet a terrific primary lug was put on state 
employes for use by Green. The scheme is to 
build him up as a potential national figure. 
The sickening story was told in the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. The idea is to convince the G.O.P. 
convention that Dwight Green is available for 
high office on merits. If the convention is not 
impressed to this extent, the hope is that he will 
be tagged for a place in a Republican President's 
Cabinet (should there be one), say the office of 
Attorney General. 

A key part of this synthetic promotion is the 
publication of a so-called biography, “The Mid- 
westerner,” subsidized by the Republican state 
committee. This book, for which two former 
Chicago newspaper men, Robert J, Casey and 
W. A. 8. Dougles, are reliably reported to have 
been paid $25,000, is press agentry to a shame- 
less degree. It recites in detail the Capone con- 
viction, in which Green was an assistant, but 


- says nothing whatever about the fact that the 


‘Centralia minerg pleaded with Gov, Green, a 
year before 111 of them were killed, “to please 
save our lives.” It sings Green’s praises for con- 
gressional redistricting, but omits telling how 
Green loaded the state public utility regulating 
commission with ward heelers from Chicago.

To make this book possible, to send it. broad- 
cast over the country to G.O.P. delegates, to 
plaster Illinois with green “keep America strong 
and free” signboards, the lug is being applied 
to nurses in state hospitals, to clerks in state 
departments, to workers on state highways. Civil 
service employes are being “interviewed” and 
told how much they are to kick in.

“Every person ought to find @ certain 
remedy in the laws for all injuries and 
wrongs which he may receive.... 

“He ought to obtain, by law, right and 
justice freely, and without being obliged 
to purchase it, completely and without 
denial, promptly and without delay.” 


So speaks the Bill of Rights of the Iill- 
nois State Constitution. We wonder what 
@ man named Clarence Shoffner thinks of 
it. 


Seventeen years ago Shoffner, poor and 
illiterate, was arrested and convicted of 
the crime of burglary 
for stealing $10.50 
worth of clothing. He 
was given a term of 
one year to life and 
has been in prison 
ever since. Last 
month his appeal for 
freedom came before 
the Illinois Supreme 
Court. 


Shoffner claims @& 
that his trial was un- 
fair because he did 
not fully understand 
that he was entitled 
to be represented by = Walier V, Schaefer 
counsel, According to 
hia affidavit, he had never gone to school, 
and could not read or write, Like other 
defendants in similar cases, he argued that 
the trial court should have taken the initia- 
tive to see that he was represented by 
coungel, 


The State Supreme Court, however, 


. turned him down. It upheld its previously 


established rule, that, since everybody js 
presumed to know that he hag the right to 
counsel, the obligation to decide whether 
he needs counsel reats on the defendant and 
not on the court. This seems to us to put a 
penalty upon defendants who happen to be 
Agnorant of the law, or too poor to pur- 
chase the knowledge of it.

A. well-connected or well-to-do defendant 
can generally get a fair trial, with full re- 
spect for all his constitutional rights. It is 
the poor, the ignorant, the friendless who 
aré most in peril of ‘being railroaded by 
hasty prosecutors or lax courts, 


Yet it Is precisely to protect such people 
that the Bill of Rights sets common stan- 
dards of justice for all. “very person 
ought to find a certain remedy,” says the 
Bill of Rights. Every person ought to ob- 
tain justice “without being obliged to pur- 
chase it.” 


The United States Supreme Court has 
scathingly criticized the Illinois courts and 
Attorney General for what it calls a “legal 
merry-go-round” in criminal cases. As the 
high court says, all defendants should be 
guaranteed the effective right to copnsel. 
All should have open to them a clear pro- 
cedure for getting a hearing if they claim 
to have been unfairly convicted, 


The State Constitution also guarantees 
these rights. For some defendants, how- 
‘ever, the guarantee will not be effective if 
the obligation to observe their rights rests 
upon them, For such defendants, the 
courts must accent a positive responsibility 
to see to it that their rights are observed. 
The courts must protect those who cannot 
protect. themselves. 


This is the purpose of proposed new trial 
rules drawn up by a distinguished group of 
gal. acholars, including 
Dean Wilber G. Katz of the University of 
Chicago Law School; Erwin Roemer, presi- 
dent of the Chicago Bar Association; Prof. 
Walter V, Schaefer of Northwestern Uni- 
versity law school, and others. 


The new rules have been discussed with 
members of the Illinois Supreme Court and 
other leaders of the bar. We hope that the 
court, although its latest decisions still 
march in the old direction, will adopt them. 
For until Tilinois procedube fully conforms 
with principles laid down by the United 
States Supreme Court, Illinois justice will 


be in disrepute,

trade among nationg are breeders of de- 
pression and war, 

Mr. Truman hag not abused his authority 
under this law. Whether he stays in the 
White House only until January, or for 
four years more, there is no reason to be- 
lieve he would abuse it. There is every 
reason to dread the effect of depriving him 
of that authority. It would amount to 
aerving notice on the world that the Re- 
publican party intends to take America 
back toward economic isolation, over the 
old, disastrous road of log-rolled high “pro- 
tective” tariffs.

BABY BORN IN ITALY 
OF U.S. MOTHER IS 


-DETAINED AS ALIEN 


FE AND COL DEALS 


Three Older Children in Fam- 
ily Are Held to Be Amer- 
ican Citizens. 


NEW YORK, April 19 (AP)—A 
6-month-old boy, born abroad of 
an American mother, was held as 
an alien today on Ellis Island 
while immigration officials debat- 
ed whether to permit him to enter 
the country, 


With the child was his mother, 
Mrs. Julia C. Bonati, 38, born ‘in 
Rochester, ‘N.Y. She is the mother 
of three other children, all foreign- 
born but held to be American 
citizens. Also with her was an- 
other son, Frank, 12. 

Immigration laws previously en- 
titled foreign-born children of 
American-born mothers to Amer- 
ican citizenship but this provision 
has been repealed, an Ellis Island 
officer said. This change was re- 
sponsible for the detention of 
6-month-old Richard, 

Frank and the two older chil- 
dren who have not yet arrived 
from Italy, are not affected be- 
cause they were born before the 
present law went into effect. | 

Mrs. Bonati told immigration of- 
ficials she went to Italy 18 years 
ago, married Ruggero Bonati and 
became the mother of four chil- 
dren. 

The father and the two older

are expected to arrive soon in 
New York. The father will come

High on List—Stassen 
Starts Ohio Campaign 
Wednesday.

WASHINGTON, April 19 (AP)-- 
Republican leaders met in Phila- 
delphia today to decide on a key- 
noter for the G.O.P, national con- 
vention in June. 

In the Ohio battle for conven- 
tion delegates, Harold E. Stassen 
made ready to open his campaign 
as Senator Robert Taft returned 
to Washington. after a busy week- 
end in his own state. 

Many names were mentioned for 
the post of keynoter and tempo- 
rary chairman, but those of Sen- 
ators Arthur H. Vandenberg of 
Michigan and Eugene B. Millikin 
of Colorado appeared to be high 
on the list. 

Walter 8. Hallanan of West Vir- 
ginia, chairman of the convention 
arrangements committee, said it 
might take two days for the 32- 
member committee to make a deci- 
sion. Hallanan said the choice for 
keynoter was wide open. 

Dwight Green Mentioned, 


Besides Vandenberg and Milli- 
kin, others mentioned include Gov. 
Dwight H. Green of Illinois and 
Senators Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
of Massachusetts, Kenneth 5&8. 
Wherry of Nebraska and Ray- 
nond E. Baldwin of Connecticut. 

Several national committeemen 
have suggested that the tempo- 
rary chairman be from the Far 
West in view of the fact that the 
party's three kading candidates 
for the presidential nomination— 
Stassen, Dewey and Taft —are 
from the East and Midwest. 

The selection of a keynoter is 

ted to provide one of the 
first tests of strength of the vari- 
‘ous presidential contenders. Some 
objection was heard to Vanden- 
berg, since he is a possible presi- 
‘dential candidate. Gov. Green is 

a “favorite son” candidate. 

House Speaker Joseph W. Mar- 
tin Jr. of Massachusetts, although 
considered a “dark horse” presi- 
dential contender, appeared to 
have the post of permanent chair- 
man clinched. 

Taft Forcing “Serious Fight.” 

In Ohio, Stassen is challenging 
Taft for 23 of the state’s 53 con- 
vention votes in the May 4 pri- 
maries. 

Taft told a press conference in 
Cleveland Saturday he has a “seri- 
ous fight” on his hands in the May 
4 primary. But he added that 
“things look generally favorable.” 

In an address at Burton yester- 
day, Taft noted that Senator Ed- 
ward J. Thye of Minnesota was 
elected in 1946 with Stassen’s sup- 
port. He asserted: 

“Stassen could have been in the 
Senate for the last two years, but 
he sent another and spent two 
years campaigning for President. 
I wish he would help fight the 
New Deal in Washington.” 

Taft, speakiong at a breakfast 
rally in Cleveland yesterday, also 
clashed with Stassen over which 
was the most liberal. 

“Liberal generally means more 
freedom for everyone, but he cer- 
tainly doesn't stand for more free- 
dom for the common man,” he 
said. 

Attacking President Truman’s 
appeal for power to restore con- 
trols because of inflation, Taft 
said, “If the President gets power 
for controls again in peacetime, 
we will have them then forever.” 

Stassen, in New York after a 
trip to Florida, said he expects to 
win the Florida primary but 
added it is “too early” to predict 
the outcome of the Ohjo voting 
on the same day. He plans to 
begin his Ohio campaign Wednes- 
day. 

Taft will return is Ohio Wednes- 
day for more campaigning. 

Idaho Delegates Uninstructed, 

The Idaho Republican conven- 
tion elected 11 national convention 
delegates Saturday but did not in- 
struct them how to vote. Party 
leaders said a majority favor 
Dewey. A young Republican 
group, backing Stassen, placed 
only one delegate. The delegation 
will vote as a unit. 

New Jersey will name its 35 
G.O.P. and 36 Democratic conven- 
tion delegates tomorrow, The Re- 
publicans will be committed to 
Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll as a “fa- 
vorite son.” 

Frank Hague, New Jersey. Dem- 
ocratic leader, has called for a 
large primary vote to show enthu- 
siasm for whom he called the “out- 
standing candidate for the presi- 
dency, Harry S. Truman.” 

Also on the Democratic side of 
the fence, the New York State 
committee Saturday praised Tru- 
man for several of his policies, but 
made no specific indorsement of 
him for the nomination. The 
committee elected 16 delegates at 
large, each with a half vote. The 
90, district delegates had been 
chosen earlier. 

Representative Clare E. Hoff- 
man (Rep.), Michigan, has de- 
manded that Stassen tell the 
voters just how much he is spend- 
ing on his bid for the nomination. 
Hoffman says Stassen’s campaign 
chest may be as high as $750,000, 

Stassen has made it a policy to 
answer all questions fired at him, 
but anything he has to say in 
repiy to Hoffmaa is strictly up 
to him. 

There is. no legal lid on the 
amount any presidential candidate 
may receive and spend before 
their parties formally choose their 
standard-bearers. There is no law 
requiring them to report on their 
pre-convention intake and outgo. 


MEASLES RECORD IN COUNTY 


St. Louls county has had more 
cases of measles this year than 
in any other year on record, Dr. 
Cecil Sharp, county health com- 
missioner reported today. There 
have been 866 cases so far com- 
pared with the highest previous 
year of 863 in 1944. 

Dr. Sharp, who expects the to- 
tal to go above 1000, says the first 
five months of the year are the 
time when the disease is most 
prevalent. The number of cases 
is already beginning to drop, he 
said. One hundred cases appeared 
during the week beginning March 
22 _ 60 cases were reported last 
week,

Council. A 
“Dr. Crane, you have observed the good results we have 
obtained during the past few months in our safety campaign,” 
he began during our luncheon. “We have lowered the speed 
limit on Chicago boulevards from 40 miles an hour to 35, We 
have been urging more courtesy, and even have held a special 
‘Courtesy Week.' But our accident rate from automobiles is 
still far too high. Dg Crane, can you suggest anything else of 
a psychological nature which might help?” 

YES, INDEED, for one of eo causes of motor acci- 
dents is the fact that our automobiles are still being manufac- 
tured with the gas lever or accelerator operated by the same 
foot which works the brake pedal! This’ obsolete concept in 

_ automotive engineering, handicaps even the best kind of motor- 
ist. In driving a car, our left foot remains on the clutch pedal, 
‘or else is unused in the new hydromatic cars. 

Pushing on the clutch pedal has scarcely any immediate 
effect on slowing down the speed of the machine. The brake 
pedal, however, is the real safety pedal of a car. And every 
motorist’s foot should be kept constantly on the brake pedal! 
But this {é still not stressed, for even the latest automobiles 
still employ the “brake” foot for the accelerator. 


IN AN EMERGENCY, therefore, the driver of an automobile 
must waste a precious fraction of a second removing his foot 
. from the accelerator, lifting it several inches upward to the 
left. Then he must push it forward an inch or two before the 
brake pedal even starts to function. In this wasted fraction of 
a second, bis car speeds an extra 30 to 50 feet toward the dan- 
ger, even though he has intelligently perceived the situation, In 
short, he cannot even begin applying his brakes, though he has 
seen the child ahead and has flashed a signal to his feet, be- 
eause neither foot is on the brake peda!! 

Automotive engineering has concentrated too much on the 
elutch. It is high time we began saving thousands of lives each 
year by placing the emphasis on the brake pedal. No car is 
under control wher a driver does not have his foot constantly 
en the brake pedal!

HEN John White Webster, 

Harvard professor, was tried 

for the murder of Dr. George 
Parkman, perhaps the most so- 
cially distinguished victim in the 
annals of American crime, staid 
Boston: of 1850 put on a show 
which for pure social artistry 
Barnum himself would have had 
difficulty in matching. 

The Boston courtroom had ev- 
erything. It had one of Boston's 
greatest jurists, Judge Lemuel 
Shaw,. on its bench; it had the 
only Harvard professor ever to be 
tried for murder, as its defend- 
ant; it had promised witnesses of 
national renown, from Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes on down; and in 
the offing, so to speak, it had the 
shade of the eminent Dr, Park- 
man. 

There was only a small gallery 
to spare, it having been decreed 
in typical Boston fashion that the 
main part of the courtroom would 
be reserved on an invitation basis. 
Finally, Field Marshal Tukey hit 
on the only possible solution, 
which was to effect a complete 
change of audience in the gallery 
every 10 minutes during the pro- 
ceedings. In the 11 days of the 
trial, to that little gallery holding 
hardly more than a hundred souls, 
came a recorded total of 60,000 
persons. Considering that the con- 
stabulary of Boston assigned to 
the job numbered just 15 men, 
this feat ranks as a monumental 
milestone in police annals. 

From the suspense angle the 
trial, which has been called a 
landmark in the history of crimi- 
nal law, must have been some- 
thing of a disappointment. By 
the time it began, despite Prof. 
J. Webster's protestations of in- 
nocence, there was little doubt in 
the minds of most of the specta- 
tors as to the guilt of the profes- 
sor. A few days after his ar- 
rest a skeleton measuring 70% 
inches had finally been assembled 
from the grisly remains found 
lying about under the professor's. 
back room, and while the sum 
total of this was an inch taller 
than Dr. Parkman had been in 
happier days, there had been no 
question in the minds of the cor- 
oner’s ‘jury, of Dr. Holmes, and 
of a lot of other people, but that 
Dr. Parkman it was. The case 
against the professor was one of 
circumstantial evidence of course. 
No one had seen Webster and 
Parkman togethér at the time of 
the murder; indged, during the 
trial the time of the murder was 
never satisfactorily established. 
But the strongest Webster ad- 
herents had to admit that it was 
evidence of a+ powerful nature, as 
Chief Justice Shaw could not fail 
to point out in his famous charge 
to the jury, an address which 
lawyers today still consider one of 
the greatest expositions o” the 
nature and use of circumstantial 
evidence ever delivered.

There were a number of pro- 
Websterites. .Harvard professor 
though he may have beén, he was 
still the underdog, up against the 
almighty forces of Boston's Firat 
Families, Many of the Websater- 
ites had undoubtedly had experi- 
ences of thdir own on the score of 
Proper Bostonian retail penury 
and were ready to recognize that 
Dr. Parkman had beén so im- 
portunate a creditor that he had 
quite possibly driven the little 
professor first to distraction and 
then to the deed. They went to 
Rufus Choate, Boston’s’ great 
First Family lawyer, and asked 
him to wndertake the defense. 
After reading up on the case 
Choate was apparently willing to 
do so on the condition that Web- 
ster would admit the killing, and 
plead manslaughter. Another First 
Family lawyer, old Judge Fay, 
with whom the Webster family 
regularly played whist, thought a 
verdict of manslaughter could be 


reached. 
B anit. From the beginning he 

had made his defense an all but 
impossible task. He talked when 
he shouldn’t have talked and he 
kept quiet when, at least by the 
light of hindsight, he should have 
come clean, On his first trip to 
the jail he immediately asked the 
officers about the finding of the 
body. “Have they found the 
WHOLE body?” he wanted to 
know. This, while certainly a 
‘reasonable question in view of 
the wide area over which the re- 
mains were found, was hardly the 
thing for a man in his position 
to be asking. Then, while vehe- 
mently protesting his innocence, 
he took a strychnine pill out of 
his waistcoat pocket and at- 
tempted to kill himself, an at- 
tempt which was foiled only by 
the fact that, though the dose was 
a large one, he was in such a 
nervous condition it failed to take 
fatal effect. At the trial Web-

ster maintained through his law- 
yers that the body he was proved 
to be so vigorously dismembering 
during his spare moments in the 
week following Nov, 23 had been 
a Medical School cadaver brought 
to him for that purpose, This was 
sheer folly, and the prosecution 
had but to call upon the little 
dentist, Nathan Keep, to prove it 
so. Tooth by tooth, during what 
was called one of “tumultuous 
moments” of the trial, Dr. Keep 
fitted the fragments of the false 
teeth found in Webster’s furnace 
into the mold he still had in his 
possession. Charred as they were, 
there could be no doubt they had 
once been the china-white teeth 
of Dr. Parkman. 


The spectators were treated to 
other memorable scenes. The great 
Dr. Holmes testified twice, once 
for the state on the matter of the 
identity of the reconstructed skele- 
ton and once for the defense as a 
character witness for the accused. 
Professor Webster’s character wit- 
nesses were a howitzer battery of 
First Family notables—even Har- 
vard’s president, Jared Sparks, 
took. the stand for his errant em- 
ploye. All seemed to agree that 
Webster, if occasionally irritable, 
was basically a kind-hearted man, 

-and President Sparks was thought- 

ful enough to add one gratuitous 
comment. “Our. professors,” he 
said, “do not often commit mur- 
der.” 

Credit was due Webster for his 
ability as a cadaver carver. He 
had done the job on Dr. Parkman, 
it was established, with no more 
formidable instrument than a jack- 
knife. A Dr. Woodbridge &trong 
was especially emphatic on this 
point. He had. dissected a good 
many bodies in his time, he re- 
called, including a rush job on a 
decaying pirate, but mever one 
with just a jackknife. Ephraim 
Littlefield was, of course, star wit- 
ness for the prosecution. The in- 
defatigable little janitor talked for 
one whole day on the witness 


stand, a total of eight hours, five 
hours in the morning before re- 
cess for lunch and three hours in 
the afternoon. Only once did he 
falter and that on the occasion 
when, under  cross-exXamination 
with the defense making a valiant 
attempt to throw suspicion on him, 
he was asked if he played “gam- 
bling cards” with friends in Web- 
ster’s back room, Four times the 
defense had to ask the question 
and four times Littlefield refused 
to answer. Finally, his New Eng- 
land conscience stung to the quick, 
he replied in exasperation, “If 
you ask me if I played cards there

N those days prisoners were 

not allowed to testify, but on 

the last day of the trial -Prof. 
Webster was asked if he wanted to 
say anything. Against the advice of 
his counsel he rose and spoke for 
15 minutes. He spent most of 
those precious moments denying 
the accusation that he had writ- 
ten the various anonymous notes 
which had been turning up from 
time to time in the City Marshal's 
office ever since the disappear- 
ance of Dr. Parkman, One of 
these had been signed CIVIS and 
Webster’s last segtence was a 
pathetic plea for -CIVIS to come 
forward if he was in the court- 
room, CIVIS did not, and at eight 
o'clock on the evening of March 
30 the trial was over. 

Even the jury seems to have 
been overcome.with pity for the 
professor. Before filing out of the 
courtroom the foreman, pointing 
a trembling finger at Webster, 
asked: “Js that all? Is that the 


end? Can nothing further be said ’

Gin Rummy

Partnership Gin for Four Players. 


OST people who have played 

it consider that partnership 

gin is even more fun than 
two-handed. The only require- 
ments are four people, two decks 
of cards and a pad and pencil. 
The basis of partnership gin is 
that each player on his side plays 
a hand against one opponent, 
whereupon the scores of the two 
hands are added together and the 
net result scored as one hand. The 
scoring is the same as in two- 
handed except that many people 
prefer to play 125 or 150 point 
games four-handed. 

The most common way of play- 
ing is for the partners to sit op- 
posite one another and to play 
alternately against their oppo- 
nents. In this type game no ad- 
vice or consultation is allowed 
and when one pair finish their 
hand they either watch their other 
opponent, or if particularly ener- 
getic they get up and walk around 
the table to see what their part- 
ner 4s doings In either case silence 
must be maintained until the hand 
ig over. 

There are two exceptions to 
thig no comment rule. As soon 
as the first player knocks the 
partners should gtop play until 
the score is announced. In an- 
nouncing the score of the hand 
the player is also privileged to 


give the game score. Thus he may | 


say “I won 30 which gave us 98 
on the game” or the loser might 
say “I lost 42.
